With a turban and a machine gun: the Indian Legion in the German Wehrmacht

This 45-minute film deals in detail with Subhas Chandra Bose, his fight against British 
colonial rule, his relationship with Hitler and the role of the Indian Legion in the German 
Wehrmacht. Many interviews are conducted with Bose's relatives as well as with many of his 
German, French and Indian contemporaries. In addition, much historical information about 
World War II is also provided. 

V 

First, background information is given: Chamberlain's attempts to appease Hitler in 
Munich in 1938 on the one hand and the situation in India (strikes, uprisings, Gandhi's non- 
violent approach, etc) on the other. Bose’s nephew, Sirit Bose, describes how Bose escaped 
from his house arrest in Calcutta in January of 1941 and finally reached Berlin. Only in April of 
1942 was Bose was received by Hitler who hesitated to include Bose in his strategy. The 
same year the Indo-German Society was founded in Hamburg - Bose held the inaugural 
speech in which he expressed his wish that India and Germany would triumph side by side. 
The Indian national anthem was played here for the first time. 

Soldiers from all over the Empire became prisoners of war in North Africa in 1942-43. 
Bose got the opportunity to speak to the Indian soldiers - he encouraged them to fight against 
India's oppressors. He made a great impression on his countrymen. 3000 of the Indian POWs 
trusted Bose and joined the Indian Legion in Konigsbriick. The Indian soldiers were trained and 
armed like normal German soldiers. There were difficulties, however. Bose waited to soften 
religious and caste differences and create an army in which everyone was equal. By joining 
the Legion, these soldiers lost their POW status and became members of the German 
Wehrmacht. They swore allegiance to Hitler and Bose. 

As the Japanese conquered more and more areas in Asia where many Indians were living 
at that time, Bose decided to continue his fight there. Hermann Wien, a senior machinist on the 
U180 submarine that brought Bose to a Japanese submarine, talks about his experiences with 
Bose. Bose found 10 times as many volunteers for his army in Asia than in Germany. The 
headquarters of the Indian National Army was set up in Bangkok. The Indian Legion in 
Germany was in the meantime transferred to the western coast of France. For two years, the 
location was very quiet, but as the war progressed, the Indians were forced to retreat or risk 
being cut off. For the first time, the soldiers were in a dangerous situation. They also realised 
that they were among the losers together with the Germans. As end of the war drew near, 
Hitler tried to mobilise the last of his reserves. As the Indian Legion was no longer useful for 
public relations purposes, Hitler made racist remarks about the Legion calling it "a joke." He 
went on to say that there were Indians who could not even kill a louse. 

There are many speculations about Bose's mysterious death. It is unlikely that his death 
will ever be clarified completely. But there is no doubt that he helped bring British rule to an end 
in India.

On 20th January, we got a message from Ravi Kant Chopra, Director, Department 
of Culture to forward an invitation dated January 1 9 to Smt. Jyotsna Bose in Hamburg to attend 
the Birth Centenary Celebrations of Netaji in Delhi. She is the widow of Netaji’s brother and lives 
in Calcutta. Her son Surya Kumar Bose lives in Hamburg. Department of Culture was immediately 
informed. 

2 At the same time, we enquired if an invitation had been sent to Anita Pfaff, the daughter of 
Netaji. Surprisingly, it had not been sent and after getting our message, an invitation was sent to her 
on January 20. She has immediately sent a reply saying that she will not be able to attend as there 
is not enough time to reach Delhi. Her letter dated January 21 attached. 

3 I might mention that, in her discussions with my office, she has expressed regret about the 
invitation being extended to her at the last moment which made it difficult for her to reach Delhi in 
time.
